PRIZE QUESTIONS Nos. 11 AND 12. 


HAVING thus far received no replies at all to 
Question No. 11 (due Aug. 15), and only three 
lists in response to Question No. 12, we con- 
clude that we have expected rather too much of 
our friends. Possibly the former may have 
been generally overlooked on account of its 
unusual position in the paper, having been 
crowded in at the very end of the Exhibition 
number, but we are rather inclined to realize 
that it is not an easy matter to answer the ques- 
tions. The extraordinary hesitancy and mod- 
esty on the part of our friends should make us 
appreciate the difficult position of the Judges 
of Awards at Philadelphia. Still we should 
be glad to see a little more pluck and self-as- 
surance among those who ought to have some 
opinion on the most valuable goods they han- 
dle. Unwilling to give up without a further 
effort, we give them another chance, extending 
the time to August 25, hoping that some will 
take courage and try their hand at least on the 
list. In order to give the list some distinctive 
features, somewhat in accordance with the di- 
visions at Philadelphia, the following rules 
should be observed in making a choice. (Con- 
sult also the PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY for May 27 
and July 8.) Nos. 1-5 of the list should give 
works or collections chosen particularly for 
their educational or literary merit; Nos. 6-10 
lor mechanical (manufacturing) merit; Nos. 11 
and 12 for the most perfect combination of both.

THE recent Convention changed to a consider- 
able extent the nature and functions of the 
Arbitration Committee, in most respects for the 
better.

effective action than before, and the Convention 
has also done wisely in limiting clearly the class 
of cases in which it is to take action. 

The old Arbitration Committee was actually 
swamped, and no little discouraged, by the 
flood of complaints—half of them unauthenti- 
cated, and the greater part of them of the most 
petty sort—which came pouring in upon them. 
The new Committee has to hear only general 
cases and those which come to it from the local 
organizations on appeal, or otherwise. This is 
the proper function, indeed the only function 
possible, for a National Trade Committee. It 
must be, as it were, a Court of Last Resort, which 
can not be bothered with trying little cases that 
can easily be settled at home. 

The experience of last year’s Committee was 
that most of the cases could have been so set- 
tled if an endeavor had been made. Even 
where there is no local organization dealers can 
usually settle little differences among them- 
selves, without appealing to any higher authori- 
ty. 
tions of trade interest among local dealers will 
be itself of value, and if this plan of arbitration, 
newly introduced into the trade, had done no 
more than promote such local discussions, it 
would have accomplished a good deal.

The Arbitration Committee, now that 
its hands are free from these petty annoyances, 
should prove a most useful body. Its functions 
should not be confined to the enforcement of 
the rules of the Association, but it may well be- 
come in the trade a useful substitute for the 
courts themselves. The principle of arbitration 
is one growing into favor everywhere, and in so 
intelligent atrade as our own it should have 
its full scope. Most matters are better settled 
by impartial persons, who are all rosted in the 
issues at stake, than by judge and jury, whose 
impartiality comes largely from their ignorance 
in trade details. In many ways, therefore, we 
hope much from the new Arbitration Commit- 
tee, freed as it is from the difficulties which per- 
plexed and held back the old. It needs in its 
wisdom to be both brave and cautious, and 
these qualities we believe each member pos- 
sesses.

A few oversights and imperfect 
statements became unavoidable. We greatly 
regret any wrong impression produced by our 
shortcomings, and are always ready to make 
amends, whether called to account properly or 
improperly. Wethus hasten to make special 
reparation to Mr. W. W. Harding, of Philadel- 
phia. Our reporter, otherwise highly com- 
mending Mr. Harding’s display, but mistaking 
the quality of material used for his cases, 
speaks of “cheap painted woods, heavily var- 
nished.” We are informed that the cases are 
made of “birdseye maple.” The other mis- 
statement is so evidently a slip of the pen that 
at least Mr. Harding should so judge it. Our 
reporter was so thoroughly familiar with the 
specialties of Mr. Harding that he could not 
possibly have overlooked his Bid/es. The read- 
ing of the subsequent sentence, beginning “ In 
the horizontal showcase Mr. Harding displays 
his fine line of a/éums,” clearly indicates that 
the preceding statement could not have referred 
to the same article. As there were only two 
lines exhibited, our reporter certainly meant to 
write “ Bibles” in the first place instead of “ al- 
bums” in both places. The error is aggravat- 
ing, we admit. 

Another misstatement was based on a mis- 
understanding. In the department of France. 
under A. Ducher & Co., the name of Albert 
Levy, 77 University Place, New York, should 
have been given as American representative of 
the firm. The oversight of the exhibits of 
Messrs. Lockwood, Brooks & Co. was noticed 
in our last issue. This firm has been lately 
the choice victim of our editorial attentions. 
The latest is our announcement of “ The Story 
of our Country,” correctly attributed in the 
number for July 15 to Mrs. L. B. Monroe; 
then, July 29th, apologizingly contradicted, 
naming as author Prof. Lewis B. Monroe. Cer- 
tainly we meant well, but we humbly beg to 
state to-day that the correction of July 29 was 
quite unnecessary. 

Having mercilessly held up the misdeeds of 
reporter and editor, the typo and proof-reader 
come in for their share likewise. Who did not 
feel a pang in seeing the well-known signature 
of Justin Winsor changed into “ John Winsor ;” 
and will Mr. McNie, of Winona, not be rather 
surprised to learn that he left for his home in 
Wisconsin ? 

But even the binder was affected by the heat. 
We learn from a number of subscribers that 
their copies of the Exhibition number were 
mis-bound. We call the attention of others to 
this fact, that they may carefully examine the 
paging of their copies, and in case of error 
make an early claim for perfect copies before 
our supply will be exhausted. 

And this is not the end of it. The sins of 
omission particularly are becoming epidemic.

BOOKS RECEIVED. 


_THE Mrkapo’s Empire, by William Elliot 
Griffis, A.M. (Harper & Bros.) Prof. Griffis 
enjoyed special opportunities for studying 
Japanese life and character, having been invit- 
ed by the Prince of Echizen, in 1870, to come 
out to Fukui and organize a scientific school 


there on the American principle. He respond- | 
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ed to the invitation, and remained for almost 


| four years in Japan, visiting many of her re- 


mote and unknown provinces, and meeting the 
very cream of Japanese society, in the way of 
cultivated scholars, artists, priests, antiquaries, 
and students both in the provincial and nation- 
al capitals. The result of his observations is 
divided into the two books embraced in this 
volume. In the first book we have a history 
of Japan from 660 B.c. to 1872 A.D., including 
descriptions of ancient customs, religions, and 
the old feudal system now almost extinct. The 
second book is named ‘‘ Personal Experiences, 
Observations, and Studies in Japan, 1870-75.” 
The illustrations, numbering over one hundred, 
are remarkably interesting, presenting Japanese 
art in altogether a more favorable light than we 
are wont to credit it with. They are partly 
original, and again gathered from works of 
travel both rare and reliable, but all by native 
artists.

IsRAEL Mort, OVERMAN, by John Saunders. 
(Harper & Brothers.) Israel Mort is an over- 
man or overseer in a Welsh mine in which he 
has been working, when the reader is intro- 
duced to him, almost all his life from boyhood. 
He is presented asa man of indomitable will 
and courage, living with but one idea in view 
—to become master where he so long has 
served. His character is drawn with powerful 
touches, as is that of his neglected, heart- 
broken wife and timid, imaginative son with 
his horrible terror of the mine. By a chain of 
circumstances Israel Mort becomes part owner 
of the mine, and begins to put in operation all 
his long-cherished plans for the well-being of 
the miners. But he is balked in all his enter- 
prises by the man owning the other shares, who 
has long been his bitter enemy. He cannot 
raise capital, and gets into endless lawsuits, 
and becomes hopeless and disheartened, letting 
the mine fall into such a bad condition that it 
is known as the “ Valley of the Shadow.” The 
author now takes the opportunity to describe 
all the risks attending a collier’s life in the pit. 
Horror follows horror in the way of explo- 
sions, inundations, etc., till the reader is ready 
to cry, “hold, enough!” We have rarely read 
any thing exceeding this in power of descrip- 
tion of scenes and characters, and in the man- 
ner in which the author holds to his subject 
throughout, without any detriment to the story 
asa story.

(Harper & Brothers.) The story of a- young 
American girl, Mabel Westbrook, who gives 
her grandfather a promise on his deathbed that 
she will befriend and assist, as long as she 
lives, a family in England—the Halfdays—that 
he is under the impression his son had once 
defrauded of a large sum of money. After her 
gtandfather’s death Miss Westbrook goes to 
England to fulfil her mission, finds the oldest 
surviving member of the family, places a large 
sum of money to his credit in the bank, tells 
him of it, and kills him with the shock of the 
good news.
